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W. A. A. Looks on with Interest 
In Suit Against Section 101.31 


With the serving of legal papers, 
the first step in a lawsuit which is 
expected to have wide significance 
to architects, is now under way. 

The suit, instituted by W.A.A. 
member Mark T. Purcell, of Madi- 
son, with the “encouragement and 
support to the Wisconsin Architects 
Association,” seeks to test the con- 
stitutionality of Section 101.31, of the 
Wisconsin statutes. That law now 
permits any “professional engineer” 
the right to plan and design all 
types of buildings, despite the fact 
that 83 per cent of them have dem- 
onstrated no qualifications for such 
responsibility. 

Purcell stressed that he seeks no 
damages in the suit, but is acting 
merely “in the public interest.” His 
complaint is based on the fact that 
under the law any “professional en- 
gineer,” which includes such classi- 
fications as highway, chemical, hy- 
draulic, municipal, sanitary and 
other types of engineers are granted 
the right to plan and design build- 
ings of all types, despite the fact 
that in obtaining their certificates to 
practice from the state they were 
not required to prove any qualifica- 
tions that they could design such 
structures. 

“Estimates made by the Secretary 
of the Wisconsin Registration Board 
of Architects and Board of Engineers 
during 1955 indicated that approxi- 
mately one-third of the engineers 
registered were ‘civil engineers’, the 
remaining two-thirds being electric- 
al, mechanical, metallurgical, min- 
ing and 277 ‘miscellaneous engi- 
neers’, Purcell said. “These men 
were not required to pass any ex- 
aminations to attest to their qualifi- 
cations to plan and design con- 
struction of buildings, yet the law 
gives them the right to do so. Ob- 
viously, this could well lead to 
chaos.” 

Neither Purcell nor the architec- 
tural profession is opposing the 
right of structural engineers to de- 
sign and plan buildings, if by train- 
ing they apparently are qualified to 
do so. Objections, however, are 
aimed at other types of engineers, 


whose education and training is not 
remotely connected with such work. 


“Isn't it a fraud on the public to 
issue the same certificate to all en- 
gineers, giving each the same right 
to design all types of buildings? 
Isn't it granting special privileges 
to engineers to give them equal 
tights without requiring equal tests 
of qualifications?” he asked. 


Purcell pointed out that architects, 
to obtain state registration to prac- 
tice their profession, must pass strict 
examinations on architecture, while 
chemical engineers, for example, al- 
though passing tests specifically on 
chemical engineering, are still per- 
mitted to practice architecture. 


The law was hotly disputed dur- 
ing the last Legislative session, and 
during the special session a com- 
promise was offered by the architec- 
tural profession and The Wisconsin 
Registration Board granting to qual- 
ified structural engineers the right 
to design all buildings. However, 
the Legislature passed the bill to 
grant all engineers the right to prac- 
tice architecture. 


Purcell's complaint names Ken- 
neth M. Lemke, a Shawano engi- 
neer; Kurt F. Wendt, W. A. Piper, 
Wm. E. Crawford, Delmar W. Nel- 
son, Robert C. Johnson, Ralph D. 
Culbertson, Gerrit J. de Gelleke, 
Edgar H. Berners, Ralph H. Klop- 
penburg, and Roger C. Kirchoff, 
who are members of the Wisconsin 
Registration Board of Architects and 
Professional Engineers, and State 
Treasurer Warren R. Smith. 


The suit asks that the portion of 
the registration law relating to pro- 
fessional engineers be found uncon- 
stitutional and that the board not 
issue certificaes to professional en- 
gineers and further that it cancel 
such certificates presently outstand- 
ing. 

“Regardless of the outcome of the 
pending law-suit," Purcell said, “I 
sincerely hope it will stimulate leg- 
islative action in the direction of 
sound law for the protection of the 
public, for the proper qualification 
of those who wish to exercise the 


right to design buildings, and for the 
denial of special privilege to any- 
one. Of course, I am asking no 
damages from any individual. I 
merely seek to test the validity of 
the existing law.” 


Two Insurance Plans 
Offered to Members 


Two insurance plans to protect 
architects in legal action taken 
against them are now under con- 
sideration by the Committee on Er- 
rors and Omissions of the American 
Institute of Architects, Joe E. Smay, 
chairman of the committee, an- 
nounced last month. 

The first would cover architects 
against action taken against them 
for mistakes in judgment, errors or 
omissions resulting from their archi- 
tectural practice. With a $1,000 de- 
ductible clause the annual premium 
would be approximately 25c-32c 
per $100 of gross income from fees. 

The second plan is a liability pol- 
icy that protects an architect only 
for accidents resulting from his 
practice. With a limit of liability of 
$100,000, the annual premium would 
be approximately 13c-16c per $100 
of gross income from fees. 

A short questionnaire has been 
sent to all AILA. members, Smay 
said. “In order to negotiate with 
insurance companies interested in 
this field of coverage and to obtain 
the lowest premiums possible it is 
necessary to haye the membership 
indicate its requirements and reac- 
tions to these proposals,” he added.
